Pdtcrson, y. 3., which has just been 


laid waste by n terrific flre, has. ac- 
cording to the last census, about IOC,- 
000 inhabitant*, but recent growth Ims 
probably increased this af couple of 
thousands. The principal industry is 
bilkmaking, which gives it the name 
of Silk City, says the Xew York Times. 
There are about forty mills of suffi- 
cient size to be classed as such. Be 
tides these there arc ninny small 
plant" employing from four to twenty 
persons which work ou the various 
lines of the business. TLe dyeing is 
largely done ia these small shops. 
More than half the population depends 
upon the silk trade. 
' 


iThe Harbour Thread works and the 
locomotive works are the other two 
important sources of employment. 
Only a few months ago the city was' 
threatened with the loss of the Rogers 
Locomotive works when their former 
owner suddenly closed them, declaring 
tbat he was rich enough. The works, 
however, were saved to the city and 
are now running to the limit, as are 
the works of the American Locomotive 
company, which are almost as impor- 
tant as the Rogers works. 


The city lies on both banks of the 


Passaic river, which at the west end 
drops into one of the finest falls in the 
country. Until the last few years the 
water pouring over the falls was. a 
eight worth seeing, but the diversion of 
the river's waters at its head for pota- 
ble purposes for Newark has dimin- 
ished the flow. The city contains a 
large foreign born population. Within 
the last few years the silk mills have 
largely filled up with men from south- 
ern Europe. Of the old class there is 
a very strong mixture of Scotch and 
English. 


The city has attained much nnpleas 


ant notoriety within the last few 
years. It was dragged into the assas 
sinatiou of King Humbert of Italy ow 
ing to Bresci having lived there. The 
notorious gang of anarchists which in 
tests a section of the place kept the 
eyes of the world fastened on the Silk 
City for months. t Several- other unto- 
ward occurrences had the city's name 
linked to them, and for years tbe place 
has been mdre prominent in the news 
of the day than cities of many times its 
size 


In contradistinction to the unpleas- 


ant notoriety the city recently attain- 
ed, it had the recompense of within tbe 
hist few years bringing out two men 
of national importance. One was the 
late Vice President Garret A. Hobart.
